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County Approves Furnishings 


Court Awards $215, OOO 
For New Justice Complex

Bids for some $215,000 worth of 
furnishings for the new courthouse- 
jail complex were awarded Monday 
morning by the Collin County Com­ 
missioners Court. 
Architect Duane Jarvis presented 
bids on 20 different groups of fur­ 
nishings for the new complex now 
under construction at the intersection 
of McDonald and Davis Sts 
in 
McKinney. 
“We are very pleased with the bids 
and feel we received good competition 
on the bidding,’' Jarvis told the 
commissioners 


Furnishing bids ranged from $670 
for wall hangings to $61,452 for office 
furniture A category for indoor plants 
was the only one to receive no bids 
The court unanimously agreed to 
accept 
the 
architect’s 
recom­ 
mendations on bid awards. 
Jarvis explained to the com­ 
missioners that the bids came in 
below expectations and recommended 
that the savings be used to purchase 
furniture that would be needed for the 
courthouse at a later date. 
He also asked that another $4300 be 
spent on window blinds for the jail. 
The two additions, totaling about 
$10,200, were okayed by the county 


fathers. 
Approximately 46 percent of the 
courthouse-jai I construction has been 
completed, Jarvis noted, although 
more than 60 percent of the alloted 
construction time has lapsed “We are 
making very fast progress now,” the 
architect added 
Projected completion date for the $7 
million complex is now estimated at 
March I. 1978 When completed, the 
facility will be one of the most modem 
in the state and will replace the 
century old structure now being used 
In other action at yesterday’s 
meeting, commissioners renewed the 
lease for the sub-courthouse in Plano. 


located at Fair Oaks Plaza, 651 18th 
St The two-year original lease will 
expire June 30. 
Monthly rent payments on the 1800- 
sq. ft office were raised to $925- 
approximately IO percent higher than 
rent for the past two years. The $925, 
however, includes utility payments, 
janitor service and security. Com­ 
missioners voted to accept a 12-month 
lease. 
Texaco Oil Co. was awarded a 
contract for fuel for the four county 
precincts. Texaco outbid Gulf Co. 
offering 38.4 cents per gallon for 
gasoline and 39.6 cents per gallon for 
diesel fuel Gulf bid 42.7 cents and 41 
cents for gas and diesel, respectively. 
In executive session, the Com­ 
missioners Court appointed Jerry P. 
Smith Jr as deputy in the county’s tax 
office and okayed a bond for Scott Bell 
deputy constable in Precinct 5.

evangelist Billy Graham contends 
just because officials of Graham’s 
Evangelistic Association are reluc­ 
tant to talk about a $23 million fwd 
does not mean ifs been kept secret. 
T.W. Wilson said Monday ap­ 
propriate documents on the World 
Evangelism and Christian Education 
Fund of Dallas were on record with 
the Internal Revenue Service and 
were open to public inspection. 
He said, however, the reason the 
fund was not widely discussed by 
Graham or others in the organization 
was because some would feel the 
ministry was becoming too wealthy. 
“The holdings and a listing of each 
gift has been known to scores of other 
evangelistic organizations,’’ said 
Wilson, of Montreat, N.C. “The fund 
has been on file with the IRS since its 
beginnings and its 990 report is public 
information. 


“The fund is a nonprofit, Christian, 
religious 
and 
educational 
organization with some of America’s 
most reputable businessmen in 
control.” 
In a report published Sunday in the 
Charlotte, N.C., Observer, Graham 
admitted that some secrecy was 
necessary to avoid making people 
think the ministry was too rich and to 
lessen the chances of being flooded 
with requests for help. 
Fund director William Mead of 
Texas, chairman of Campbell- 
Taggart, 
a 
worldwide 
food 
conglomerate, said the fund had never 
been a “complete secret.” He and 
other Graham associates said they 
had never tried to keep the fund a 
secret. 
Others involved in the fund include 
businessmen 
Dewey 
Presley, 
president of First National Bank in 
Dallas; and George Bennett of 
Boston, former treasurer of Harvard 
University. 


Mead and Graham said the fund 
was established in 1970 to help 
students with scholarships and other 
Christian organizations with financial 
needs, to build a graduate school for 
biblical studies and to build a 
layman’s training center in North 
Carolina. 
Wilson also denied reports in the 
Observer the fund had transactions 
involving land once owned by Edward 
D. Roberts of the Bahamas, who 
founded of a foreign bank that has 
been linked with underworld figures.

State Increases 
Cotton Production 


The 1977 Texas cotton crop 
is off to a good start. With 
good m arket conditions, 
farm ers have planted fence 
row to fence row, and this 
year’s crop could yield well 
over four million bales. 
Barring weather and in­ 
sect problems, the Texas 
cotton crop has the potential 
of surpassing the 1973 crop of 
4.6 million bales. 
That analysis comes from 
Charles Baker, marketing 
specialist with the Texas 
A gricultural 
Extension 
Service. 
“ F utherm ore, 
prices 
should be good,” says Baker, 
“ because 
we 
have 
a 
worldwide 
shortage 
of 
cotton. World stocks at the 
beginning of the August I 
crop year have averaged 40 
percent 
of 
world 
con­ 
sumption the past IO years. 
“ Beginning 
stocks 
on 


August I will be a low 30 
percent of projected con­ 
sumption. Low world stock 
levels in 1972 and 1973 
preceded the sharp price 
rise of 1973. Low stock levels 
in 1976 were accompanied by 
price increases for the 1976 
crop. Yet. those levels for 
1972, ’73, and ’76 were not 
nearly as low as current 
levels. 
“ Prices have been down 
for the last month because of 
the expected big crop for 
1977,” notes Baker. “ This 
big crop is needed badly, but 
it cannot be big enough to 
restore stocks to normal. 
Therefore, prices for this 
year’s crop are expected to 
average near those received 
for the 1976 Texas crop.”

Banks, which also hold 
balances, m ade net a d ­ 
ditions to their accounts, as 
did all levels of government. 
And some foreign banks and 
governments increased their 
balances in Texas banks. 
Altogether, year-end totals 
for these deposits that do not 
belong to individuals and 
businesses rose from $8.5 
billion in 1973 to $11 billion in 
1976 
But 
balances held 
by 
people and businesses in­ 
creased faster. From $30.1 
billion in 1973, the year-end 
total increased to $42 billion 
in 1976. 
That was a 40 percent 
increase in private accounts, 
compared with a 29 percent 
increase in other accounts.

Farmers Plagued 
By Low Rainfall 


For Texas farm ers and 
ranchers, the next few weeks 
will hold nothing new as far 
as the weather is concerned 
if the N ational W eather 
Service officials are right in 
their forecasts. 
Nearly all of Texas is 
expected to have below 
normal precipitation for the 
period of mid-June through 
mid-July, according to the 
Nation Weather Service. On 
the tem perature side, the 
mercury should climb to 
above normal levels for the 
northern half of the state 
while southern and western 
sections should experience 
near normal temperatures. 
The hot, dry weather that 
has prevailed for several 
weeks and that is in the 
forecast for the next 30 days 
will have a m arked effect on 
the state’s agriculture, notes 
the 
Texas 
A gricultural 
Extension Service. 
Crops in eastern sections, 
p articu larly 
have 
been 
suffering 
from 
lack 
of 
m oisture although recent 
rains have provided some 
relief. Another month of dry 
weather could cause serious 
losses 
in 
areas 
where 
moisture is already short. 
Additional hay cuttings 


will 
Iso be at a minimum 
should the dry conditions 
persist, 
and 
forage for 
livestock grazing will 
be 
limited 
Some increase in 
livestock m arket is already 
under way 
due 
to 
poor 
grazing conditions. 
Even 
in 
a re a s 
w here 
moisture is till generally 
adequate, surface moisture 
is depleted rapidly during 
periods of hot. dry weather, 
so all of the state’s dryland 
agriculture could be suf­ 
fering by mid-July if the 
weather forecasts hold up, 
notes the Extension Service. 


On the positive side, the 
hot, dry w eather should 
allow 
field operations 
to 
move forward and should 
help producers keep up with 
spray programs to control 
crop insects and diseases 


Looking down the road, the 
National Weather Service 
sees some reprieve from the 
hot, dry conditions in late 
July and August 
With a general idea of the 
type of weather in store, 
Texas farm ers end ranchers 
m ust pay p a rtic u la r a t­ 
tention to all management 
aspects so as to meet their 
production objectives.

NOTICE TO TELEPHONE CUSTOMERS 
We are planning changes in the rates for calls 
to Ataska, Hawaii, Puerto Rico and the Virgin Islands, 
and changes in the rates for some mainland interstate calls. 


The American Telephone and Telegraph Company has filed a new schedule of rates with the Federal 
Communications Commission which decreases the charges for all dial-direct calls to Alaska, Hawaii, Puerto Rico 
and the Virgin Islands, and increases charges tor some Long Distance calls made interstate in the continental U_b. 
The Company has asked that the new rate schedule tor U S oftshore points become effective July 1,1977. 
The new rates are designed to more closely align rates tor calls to Alaska. Hawaii, Puerto Rico and the Virgin 
Islands with the current rates for all interstate Long Distance calls within the forty-eight contiguous states The 
charges for some continental interstate Long Distance calls would go up effective September 13 1977. The 
combined effect of the above rate actions is designed to provide approximately a zero revenue change in Bell s 
estimated interstate Message Telecommunications Service revenues for this phase of rate integration 
The new rate schedules and supporting data have been filed with the Federal Communications Commission. 


■ Basic charges for initial minutes for all calls within the contiguous forty-eight states remain unchanged. 
Additional per-minute charges will increase by one cent or less for out-of-state calls up to 431 miles. 
■ In order to bring the charges for calls to Alaska and Hawaii more closely in line with the charges for 
similar calls made between the contiguous forty-eight states, the charges for the average call to Alaska 
and Hawaii (based on past usage) will now be reduced by 29% and 25% respectively. 
B Charges for calls to Puerto Rico and the Virgin Islands will be reduced as a result of restructuring and 
reducing the rates between the U.S. mainland and these points. Rates will be revised so that *jjey ar® 
structured in the same way as the rates for interstate mainland calls. Charges will vary dependent upon 
the distance covered by the call and by the time of day and day of the week, and dependent upon w ether 
or not the call is operator assisted. These changes in rates for calls to Puerto Rico ind the Virgin Islands 
will result in a decrease of about 24% in the charge for the average call based on prior usage.
